One hundred and fifty years ago 


today the first American navy sailed 
away on its first ocean-going cruise 
It was a fleet of eight little sailing 
vessels converted Into battleships by 
the addition of a total of 110 guns, 
only 40 of which could throw shot 
weighing nine pounds or more. It 
was going out to sea where it might 
crpss paths with an enemy flotilla j 
of 80 men-of-war 
carrying 
2.07S 


guns, one-quarter of 
which could 


throw shot twice "as heavy as th 
heaviest American balls. 


According to the sailing orders 


this navy -was going out to meet thi 
enemy. Its commander, Esek Hop 
kins, sometimes called commodore 
and sometimes admiral, had his in 
structions to attack, take and de- 
stroy all the enemy's naval force 
whenever he might find it along the 
coast of the colonies. It will readily 
enough be observed that this was no 
small order. It was never fulfilled, 
and. from that fact developed &• bit- 
ter controversy somewhat later as 
to whether Commodore Hopkins had 
done his full duty. Although there 
ia nothing ia the naval records to 
prove it, there has always been the 
belief that Hopkins had secret or- 
ders which allowed him to decide 
upon-hls own responsibility whether 
he would seek out the enemy or 
avoid the enemy and salt for the 
West Indies In search ot certain 
huge stores of powder aad ammu- 
nition believed to be held there by" 
the British.
